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ORIGINAL GREENBELT BLUEPRINTS 
PRESERVER FOR HISTORICAL BSE

“It’s a pictorial history of Greenbelt,” said Professor Daye 
Fogel, Assistant Dean for the School of Architecture at the 
University of Maryland, when referring to the architectural 
blueprints of the original homes of Greenbelt. 


These original blueprints are 
presently located in the Special 
Collections room in McKeldin 
Library, at the University of 
Maryland. The blueprints are be¬ 
ing processed onto microfilm so 
that they can be made available 
to architecture students through¬ 
out the country, according to 
Mary Boccaccio, Special Collec¬ 
tions Librarian, 

Boccaccio explained that she 
applied for a grant from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Hu¬ 
manities in order to restore and 
microfilm the blueprints. She did 
this because the blueprints are 
of fairly good quality and because 
they are a part of social history. 

“I was really concerned about 
these plans because they were ob¬ 
viously deteriorating/' said Fogel. 
He said that his students have 
done projects at Greenbelt and 
have studied the modeling of the 
homes.” I wan^,these plans re¬ 
stored because they are a unique 
part of American history,” added 
Fogel. 

He explained that Greenbelt is 
one of three cooperative housing 
projects built by the Roosevelt 
Administration in the 1930’s. The 
other two are located in Green- 
hills, Ohio and Greendale, Wis¬ 
consin. 

Greenbelt was the first city 
built with green space both in¬ 
side the city and around the per¬ 
imeters of it. In these early years 
the green spaces were used for 
farms, cow pastures, and forests, 
according to Fogel. 

'"They were the first to have 
the commercial businesses con¬ 
nected by underground walkways, 
so that residents and their chil¬ 
dren did not have to cross high¬ 
ways to reach stores,” said Fogel. 
Fogel noted that both Columbia] 
Md., and Reston, Va., now use 
this concept of inner walkways 
connecting businesses—an idea 
taken directly from Greenbelt. 

In addition, the front of the 
homes face inward so that neigh¬ 
bors can more easily interact with 
each other, said Fogel. Residents 
use common ground areas so that 
they can share things together. 
Common ground spaces are now 
used by other small communities 
such as Quail Valley located in 
Gaithersburg, Md. This is another 
idea first used by Greenbelt, added 
Fogel. 

Fogel stated that because of 
these unique community planning 
techniques the Greenbelt blue¬ 
prints are worth saving. He is 
contacting the other Greenbelt 
towns to suggest that they too 
put their blueprints on microfilm. 
This cooperative town planning 
has been left out of history, so 
it is important to preserve the 
blueprints so that others can 
study their historical impact, add 
ed Fogel. 

“A tremendous lesson is to be 


learned in these town plans,” 
said Fogel. Fogel explained that 
a fourth town planned for Green- 
brook New Jersey, was not 
built because the Roosevelt ad¬ 
ministration abruptly halted the 
project. Later the McCarthyism 
movement, which swept the coun¬ 
try after World War II, associated 
the idea of cooperatives with 
communist ideals; thus the fed¬ 
eral government became embar¬ 
rassed by the Greenbelt towns. 

“The Federal Government 
dropped the Greenbelt projects 
like a hot potato/' said Fogel. 

“The local municipality turned 
down the fourth town because 
'The country just was not pre¬ 
pared for national government in¬ 
volvement in public housing,” ad¬ 
ded Betty Allen, reference libra¬ 
rian of the Greenbelt library. Both 
Allen and Fogel noted that these 
changed public attitudes concern¬ 
ing cooperatives ended the r*a 
tional government's involvement 
in the Greenbelt towns. 

TugweU Room 

The Tugwell room, located in 
the Greenbelt library, has many 
interesting documents and refer¬ 
ence materials concerning the 
history of Greenbelt, according 
to Allen. When the Tugwell room 
was first opened, Tugwell was in¬ 
vited back to dedicate it but he 
refused. He wrote a letter ex¬ 
plaining that he was disappointed 
in the way Greenbelt had de¬ 
veloped, said Fogel. He was an 
idealist, who became disillusioned 
when the government withdrew 
from the planning of more Green- 
belt-type communities, added Fo¬ 
gel. 

One thing the planners of 
Greenbelt did not foresee was 
the importance that the automo¬ 
bile would have in our society, 
said Fogel. The planners wanted 
to keep cars separate from the 
residential areas in compounds, 
which explains why there is a 
shortage of automobile space in 
Greenbelt, he added. 

Fogel noted that the St. Charles 
community built in 1970 in South¬ 
ern Maryland is sifnilar to the 
garden cities of the Greenbelt 
towns, having the same well de¬ 
fined community centers and 
grassy areas. Thus the Greenbelt 
ideal lives on.

Advocates of a Greenbelt 
Cultural Center met Sunday 
night at the Greenbelt Youth 
Center to form a new organi¬ 
zation, The Greenbelt Utopia 
Theatre and Arts Cooperative, 
and to establish a specific 
deadline of January 1, 1980 to 
be in the theatre and running 
events. 

The group will launch a fund¬ 
raising drive of 125,000 to pay for 
the theatre’s lease. A planning 
session will be held this Thursday 


at the Greenbelt Youth Center at 
7:30 p.m. The drive will seek 
500 charter members, who 
through contributions of $50 each, 
will help to raise the desired total. 
Through an intense door-to-door 
campaign and publicity the effort 
will be carried to the entire 
Greenbelt community. 

The organization planned has 
estabished a bank account, filed, 
through the assistance of Green¬ 
belt attorney Harold Siegel, an 
application for non-profit corpor¬ 
ation status, and will be seeking 


to meet with the shopping cen¬ 
ter's owner, George Christacos, to 
negotiate a leasing plan as well 
as set a target date for use of 
the facility. 

It was felt by the organization 
that its most important objective 
was to demonstrate to Christacos 
that the group was serious in its 
effort to lease the theatre. It 
was also felt that a successful 
fund-raising drive would be both 
a significant survey of community 
support and a clear indication 
that Utopia Co-op will be a viable 
lessee.

Fuel Conservation 

To the Editor: 

GHI has reduced and will con¬ 
tinue to reduce its oil consump¬ 
tion. The conversion from steam 
to hot water heat was the most 
significant past program in oil 
conservation. At present we have 
been insulating pipes. Shortly the 
various government agencies will 
clear up the red tape for our 3% 
loan that we will use to insulate 
our homes. 

In the future we members will 
consider whether we wish to 
switch from oil heat to another 
form. But regardless of these 
general programs, the initiative 
of each member can save money. 
For the present, each gallon of 
oil not burned saves over 80 cents. 
If each of us saves a gallon a 
week, this would amount to a 
savings of over $65,000 a year. 
Each of us can save fuel through 
control of the hot water faucet 
and the radiator. How often do 
we turn on the hot water tap 
when cold would do just as well? 
How often do we use more water 
than is necessary to clean clothes, 
wash dishes, and bathe?

more complex but the same basic 
principle applies. As the radia¬ 
tors transmit heat from the hot 
water in the pipes, that heat must 
be replaced through the use of oil 
to heat the water. In very cold 
weather the pipes can freeze if 
the water isn't circulating. Radia¬ 
tors should be left on (a quarter 
of a turn) to allow water to cir¬ 
culate. If the home becomes too 
warm the radiator should be 
turned down rather than opening 
the window or the door. All of us 
can help fight the rising cost of 
energy if each of us does his share 
to conserve.

Standard Size Envelopes 

Postmaster Emory A. Harman 
is reminding his customers this 
month to check the size of their 
envelopes before mailing Christ¬ 
mas cards. Effective last July 15, 
envelopes must be at least 3% 
inches high and 5 inches long to 
be accepted for mailing. 

Last July, a seven-cent sur¬ 
charge was also placed on first- 
class mail weighing one ounce or 
less, and single piece third-class 
mail of two ounces or less that 
measured more than 6-1/8 inches 
high, 11% inches long or y 4 inch 
thick.
